REACH 


Two Exploratory Parties are Now En- 
gaged Making a Reconnaissance in 


From Main Line to Vancouver— 

Construction Not to be Undertaken 

Until the Main Line is Completed. | 

Vancouver, B. C.—The Grand Trunk} 
Pacific munagement expects to have 
the main line completed into Prince 
kuprt in 1912, or 1913 at the latest, 
said C. M. Hays in an_ interview. 
The rapidity of construction hinges 
upon labor conditions, which this year 
have been very unfavorable. On the 
main line and prairie branches con- 
struction gangs are deficient to the 
number of five thousand men. 

Two exploratory parties are now en- 
gaged making a_ reconnaissance in 
connection with the proposed branch 
from the main line to Vancouver. One 
party is working south from a point 
near Fort George. This would: indi- 
cate that its starting point may be 
farther east than was originally pro- 
posed, The other party is working 
north from Lytton. The determina- 
tion of the route into Vancouver, | 
whether by way of the Lillooet coun- 
try, branching off from the Fraser 
above Clinton, or by way of Lytton, 
has been left for future consideration. 
Construction will not be undertaken 
until the main line is completed. No| 
purchases of terminuls or waterfront | 
in Vancouver or vicinity have been or 
are contemplated at present. False 
Creek as a terminal is still regarded 
with favor by the management. 

On the question of route, Mr, Hays! 
said: ‘We will not undertake the 
building of a branch line into Van- 
couver, much as we would like to 
come south until we have finished the 
main lirie. At present we have in the 
field two parties engaged in making a 
reconnaisance, preliminary to determ- 
ining the most advantageous route, 
One outfit is working south from a 
point in the vicinity of Fort George, 
the other being engaged in looking 
over the country extending north from 
Lytton at the junction of the Fraser 
and Thompson rivers, a point on the 
Canadian Pacific railway. This leaves 
the question of a route into Vancouver 
in abeyance. There is.no hurry about 
the matter. We want ample time to 
study the whole question of produc- 
tive territory and low grades.”

Fires in Forest Reserve Still Raging, 
But Are Left to Burn Themselves 
Out—180 Men Surrounded 

| Mountains Between Lolo Paso and

Pilot Them Out. 


Spokane.—The mystery of the bodies 
being found in St. Joe county, Idaho, 
robably will be cleared up, when the 
Jhicago, Milwaukee & Puget road 
runs its first passenger train to Avery. 
One hundred and six men living in 
the St. Joe valley are missing. 
Twenty-two bodies, supposed to be of 
settlers, were found a few days ago. 
Several days ago twenty bodies were 
discovered, scattered over an area of 
over a mile, and it was assumed they 
were forest employes, Supervisor 
| Weigle included them in his list of 
{dead employees. However, he declar- 
ed they were not rangers. Added to

is 142. This is without taking into 
account the 185 rangers imprisoned on 
the head waters of the St. Joe. 

The appalling loss of life among the 
forest employees has taken the heart 
lout of the surviving foresters, and an 
‘order has been issued not to risk life 
|to save timber, 

The little fires are being extinguish. 
ed, but the great fires, to fight which 
jmight result in more loss of life, will 
be allowed to burn themselves out 
until the rains extinguish them. 

In the Coeur d’Alene mining coun- 
try the fires have exhausted their full 
force, as they have in Point d’Oreille 
Valley. In the Clearwater country 
and the thickest timber of the Coeur 
d'Alene national forest, however, the 
flames are as hungry and active as 
ever. No lumbermen or forester will 

ive an estimate of the timber losses, 
iven after the fires are out it will be 
difficult to reckon the cost. 
| It is believed, however, that the 
present fires ere the most expensive 
the United States hos ever known, A 
prominent roalroad builder estimated

This Master Scout Has Outscouted the 
Savages and the Born 
Plainsmen 


Winnipeg.—The unquestioned suc- 
‘cess of the Boy Scout movement in 
;Great Britain, a success which bids 
‘fair to be duplicated in Canada, is a 
curious commentary on the attitude of 
the public when its sympathies are 
touched in the right way at the right 
time and by the right man. In an 
age when every tendency toward mili- 
tarism is regarded with covert, if not 
open suspicion, when peace , confer- 
ences excite more general interest 
than rumors of war, and when the 
only ground upon which the expendi- 
ture for added armaments can be pop- 
ularly justified, is the argument that 
thereby war may be averted, it is of 
more than passing interest to observe 
that a movement such as that insti- 
tuted by General Baden-Powell has 
won almost instant approval, 

The explanation lies in the personal- 
ity of the man behind the movement, 
Baden-Powell declared at the outset 
that the underlying idea of the Boy 
Scout training was the making of bet- 
ter citizens. He does not aim to make 
soldiers of the boys, but he does aim to 
culivate a spirit of slf-reiiunce, and 


der almost any circumstances, 
| whether at home or in the field. The 
training of the boys doves not inter- 
fere with their studies or their work. 
It is done outside of school or work 
hours, and is designed to be so inter- 
esting that it will take the place of 
aimless play or harmful loafing. Gen. 
eral Baden-Powell is being taken at 
hid word. The movement has general 
and popular support and tradesmen 
and professional men are willingly do- 
ing their part by imparting to the 
boys a working knowledge of such 
parts of their business as will hele 
them in qualifying as scouts and all- 
round handy men. 

General Baden-Powell is among the 
most popular of the military heroes of 
the empire. He is one of the men who 
have done things, a warrior of a dis- 
tinct type who has never been found 
by book precedent, and who has gone 
into the field and beaten Matabele and 
Boer at their own game. This master 
scout has outscouted the savages and 
the born plainsmen. ‘His achievement 
at Mafekirg touched popular senti- 
ment as did possibly no other inci- 
dent in the Boer War.

The idea, 
that exclusive practical education secured on the farm is eufficient for a 
farmer is not so geterally entertained as it was a few years ago, and 
while the short courses and institute meetings and agricultural press are 
spreading a large volume of useful and scientific information, there is 
no agency that so well fits a boy to become w good farmer and useful 
citizen as a course in an agricultural college. 

That more boys an1 not college educated is very largely due to the 
impetuous youthful nature. When ua boy is at the age when college life 
and work would do him more good than anything else, he is so full of 
energy and ambition to take a man’s place that education strikes him as 
leing tame and effeminate. He wants to be one of the ‘‘workera’’; he 
vants to have his own team and do as big a day’s work on the plow, 
binder or threshing gang as any man in the district. All of this is very 
laudable, but it should be impressed upon him that he owes it to him 
self to develop his other powers, that he is handicapping himself by not 
John gtting all the knowledge pegsible on farm work before he assumes the 

jrasponsibility of it. A boy gencrally thinks that when he is able to 
handle farm machinery he has learned his business, but there is more in 
plowing than running a plow, and more in getting a crop seeded than 
harrowing and ynnning a seeder,—The Farm and Ranch Review.

Fhe Uncivil Side of Royal Civil Lists 
—"Trusting” King William. 


“It is necessary that renewed pro- 
vision shall be made for the Civil 
List” was Kin, 
tl message to Parliament. It was not 
¢ver thus. Some of our earlier mon- 
archs satisfied their financial needs 
by Saaay appropriating all the money 
they could lay hands on! 

Even then they were hard up. Once, 
the ‘Merry Monarch” ‘had no h 
kerchers and but three bands to his 
neck,” 80 Pepys says. ‘The royal debt 
to the linen-draper was some $25,000 
at that moment. Moreover—Pepys 
again—‘‘several of the menial servants 
of the court lack bread; they have not 
received a farthing wages since the 
King’s coming in.” And_ this, not- 
withstanding that King Charles’ an- 
nual income at that time was over a 
million sterling. 

Of course, ‘the financial expedients 
of King Charles I. cost him his head, 
and made hiatory. A favorite little 
plan of the “niartyr’d monarch” was 
to collect a ‘“‘voluntary” loan. On 
one occasion, in Cornwall, the free- 
holders were called together to con- 
tribute, but many of them refused to 
pay anything. me Cornishman has 
eft this record: “Some with great 
words were drawn to it. 
to be complimented out of my money 
but, knowing with whom I had to 
deal, I held my hands fast in my poc- 
kets when I talked’ with them.” 

William III. and Mary were grant 
ed an income of $4,500,000. Hitherto, 
the royal revenues had been granted 


George’s constitution. |

to the monarch for life, but Parlia- | 


ment was becoming wary, and only 
gave William his income for four 
years, whereas he exclaimed: “The 
gentlemen of England trusted King 
James, who was an enemy of their re- 
ligion and laws, but they will not 
trust me, by whom their religion and 
laws have been preserved.” 

This seemed a most reasonable pro- 
test, and the result was that Parlia- 
ment resolved henceforth to make the 
vote of ba pd an annual ore! 

George III., in particular, was a 
monarch who found. it difficult to 
make both ends meet. Indeed, he 
found it impossible, and the state paid 
nearly seventeen million five hundred 
dollars’ worth of debts for him. 

On one occasion alone, the country 
paid debts to the tune of $3,000,000, 
$200,000 of that amount being a far- 
rier’s bill for horse medicine and shoe 
ing. On another, the King and his 
brother raised the wind by the issue 
of bonds secured upon the revenues of 
the Duchy of Cornwall. These bonds 
were taken up chiefly in France an 
Holland, and were repudiated by the 
royal brothers upon the outbreak of 


{the French Revolution on the ground

In vain the holders pro- 
tested. The royal brothers appealed 
to the Prime Minister to pack: these 
troublesome creditors back to their 
native country, and twenty-six bond-

FIRST SAVINGS BANK 


CENTENARY OF OR. DUNCAN'S 
EXPERIMENT JUST PASSED. 


The Quiet, Persevering Man Who 
Labored for Years to Perfect His 
Echeme “and Finally Opered a 
Humble Savings Bunk fn a Cot. 
tage In Ruthwell, Dumfriesshire— 
Met With Distrust at First. 


Just one hundred years ago in 
June, the first savings bank opened 
its doors to the public, in the villuge 
of Ruthwell, Dumfriesshire, Scotland, 
in a humble cottage. 

From an economic standpeint, the 
amount of good done for the nation 
and the world at large by the estab- 
lishment of savings banka is incal- 
culable, and it is satisfactory to 
know that due honor has beon done 
to the memory of the “Father of 
Savings Banks,” Dr. Henry Duncan, 
of Ruthwell Manse, at the celebra- 
tion of the centenary of suvings 
banks held in Edinburgh, under the 
auspices of the Edinburgh Savings 
Bank. 

Dr. Duncan, at once a philanthro- 
pist and economist, and a deep stu- 
dent of the r laws, evolved the 
idea of establishing a savings banks 


| for the use and benefit of the poorer 


ople of his parish, and with the 
dea of instilling thrift and economy 
into their. minds. His firat efforts 
met vith poor support, and, with the 
usual suspicion of the poorer classes 
of that time in anything where their 
money was concerned, fears were 
openly expressed that the ‘Ininister 
himself would be the first to benefit 
by their hard-earned savings. These 
doubts and fears were ultimately set 
at rest by a system of joint custody. 
and # box was made, with three locks

which could only be opened by the 
three persons having the custody of 
the keys. viz.. the minister and eld- 
ers of the church. The public banks 
at that period would not accept on 
deposit amounts of less than ten 
shia so that the poorer classes had 
© content themselves with the pro- 
verbial stocking, or hole in the wall, 
as a hiding-place for their meagre 
savings, and, as too often proved the 
case, these hiding-places were too 
easy to get at and to dip into, and. 
in consequence, few, if any, were able 
to put by money for their old age, or 
for the time when misfortunes should 
overtake them. 

A man with less force of character 
than Dr. Duncan would have given 
up in despair in the face of the al- 
most endless difficulties and obstacles 
that confronted him, but one by one, 
by his sheer force of will, and by 


| his passionate belief in the ultimate 


success of his scheme, he surmounted 
them «nd pushed his ideas through 
to a successful issue. In the firat 
year the hank took in deposits to the 
amount of £161, the second year £176. 
and £241 in the third year; and 
from then on success was assured, 
and in the fourth vear the little bank 
took in meorlt £1,000. 

It was at this time, 1816, when de- 
posits were rapidly increasing, and 
other towns were opening savings 
banks, that it.was borne in upon Dr, 
Duncan that the protection afforded 
by’ the ‘friendly societics act" was 
inadequate, and. «fter having taken 
legal advice on the subject, he wrote 
W. R. Douglas, member for the Dum. 
fries burghs, on the subject of a 
special act to deal with the state 
protection of savings banks, The bill 
of 1817 for the protection of navipgs 
banks, while suited to the banks 
then established in England, was not 
at all auited to Scotland and Dr, Dun- 
cin resisted its extension to that 
country. Shortly afterwards he was 
invited to London to fight his own 
cauae, He accepted the invitation 
readily, and made aood use of -his 
friends of student duys—Lord 
Brougham, Lerd Minto, Lord Bin- 
ning, Sir John Marjoribanks and 
John Gladstone (futher of the great 
statesman, William Ewart Glad- 


-stone), and, in Brite of the opposition 


of the fumous Cobbett, who fought 
tooth and nail againat the bill, it 
beenme luw; and. as Dr. Duncan was 
afterwards told by the member for 
Duinfiies, “You may carry with you 
the satisfaction of knowing that the 
bill would not have been carried ex- 
cept by your visit to London.”

Whalers In Hudson Bay Rely Upon 
the Eskimos.

will never die out. A vessel staying 


a year at Hudson Bay goes into win- | 


ter quarters in September and is not 
released ‘until the following July, thus 
leaving two months in which to cruise 
for whales; The ten months in winter 
are well occupied. At the outset ther 
is fresh water to get, the vessel has 
to be banked with snow and ice to 
keep the crew warm during the times 
when the mercury goes far down the 
tube and then there is the work of 
lightering the vessel several times dur 
ing the winter. Lightering does not 
mean taking out the cargo, but owing 
to the accumulation of Tos and snow 


til it become necessary to cut the ice 
from her and relieve the pressure or 
else she would be sunk.‘ Cutting ice 
six feet thick and sometimes over is 
no easy job. 

In the spring before the ice breaks 
the crew is engaged in floe whaling 
and-this is the hardest kind of work, 
because the whale boats have to be 
dragged over the ice sometimes a con 
siderable distance to clear water. The 
boats have crude runners on them and 
the work is made lighter with dogs 
and sometimes sails when the wind % 
favorable, but the ice is not always 
frozen evenly, and hummocks and 
ridges have to be surmounted, makinu 
the approach to the districts for floe 
whaling a difficult one. 

The Hudson Bay natives are very 
friendly with the whalemen and many 
of them, from the yearly visits of the 
Scotch and American crews, have 
learned to speak pretty fair English 
At,one time the Eskimos of both 
sexes dressed somewhat alike, but 
with the Lieber of civilization the 
feminine desire for the fashionable 
spoke out as strongly in the frozen 
north as anywhere and the women 
have recently adopted the dress skirt. 

The mind of the Hudson Bay woman 
runs to beads, and the sailor who car. 
ties a goodly supply of the cheapest 
glass trinkets in his chest is sure to 
meet with a welcome reception. With 
the beads the native women decorate 
everything. The belle of the tribe is 
the one who can sew the greatest 
number of beads on her clothing 
Some of them, if the tales of the sail- 
ors can relied upon, wear dresses 


on which I} or 20 pounds of beads are 
embroideret, in all sorts of fanciful 
designs. A ypocketful of trinkets re- 


lieves ‘Jack’ ‘of much of a seaman’: 
life of housekeeping drudgery, for the 
Rented womei, will sew and mend for 


m. 

The Ivilick ‘tribe of Eskimos are 
well known to most parties of Arctic 
whalers, They clo all the hunting for 
the white men ajid in the winter thev 
build their snow honses close by the 
wintering ships xo that communica- 
tion between the! ship and the tribe 
will be easy in the very cold weather. 


Nau-Shi-Nok, or “Shoo Fly” as. she is | 


called by the whalemen, is the belle 
of the Ivilick tribe. She has the most 
beads, the best clothes, and is the 
only Eskimo in the Hudson Bay coun- 
try that can write English.

The newest president of the Bureau 
is Fred. W. Heubach, who has been 
in Winnipeg so long that he remem- 
bers when the only smokestack there 
was the chimney of old Fort Garry. 
He went there in 1879 just when the 
its smokestack program 
was beginning to be worked out. At 
that time he was an official of the 
Hudson Bay Co. At present he is 
one of the wealthy men in Winnipeg; 
was one of the original promoters— 
the most aggressive one—of the Win- 
nipeg Industrial Exhibition; a shrewd 
business man—as good as the best in 
Winnipts, which is saying a good 

eal. 

But he is also a philanthropist; no 
particular splurge about that—though 
one large item to his credit is the
